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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/15/05 
has been entered. 

The amendment, response, and Declaration of Qian Ye, PhD are acknowledged. 
Claims 29-31 , 49-51 have been amended. Claims 1 , 25, 29-36, 40-46, 49-55, 60- 66, 
68, 70-77 are pending and under current examination. 

Unless otherwise indicated, previous rejections that have been rendered moot in 
view of the amendment to pending claims will not be reiterated. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 , 29-36, 40-46, 68, 70-72 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement, for reasons of record 
and following. 
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Claims 1, 29-36, 40-46, 68, 70-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for collecting CD34+ stem 
cells from an isolated, exsanguinated, and perfused mammalian placenta, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for collecting any type of stem cells. The specification 
does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The factors to be considered when determining whether the disclosure satisfies 
the enablement requirements and whether undue experimentation would be required to 
make and use the claimed invention are summarized in In re Wands, (858 F2d 731, 
737, 8 USPQ 2d 1400, 1404, (Fed Cir.1988)). These factors include but are not limited 
to the nature of the invention, the state of the prior art, the relative skill of those in the 
art, the predictability of the art, the breadth of the claims, and amount of direction 
provided. The factors most relevant to this rejection are the scope of the claims relative 
to the state of the art and the levels of the skilled in the art, and whether sufficient 
amount of direction or guidance are provided in the specification to enable one of skill in 
the art to practice the claimed invention. 

These claims are drawn to a method of collecting stem cells from an 
exsanguinated and perfused human placenta, wherein the stem cells encompass any 
type of stem cells, such as ES cells, trophoblasts, and mesenchymal stem cells, etc. 
However, as discussed in the previous Office action, the specification fails to teach the 
identity of the collected stem cells. 
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In the response, applicants submitted a declaration illustrating that CD34+ stem 
cells could indeed be obtained from the exsanguinated and perfused human placenta. 
However, the specification or declaration fails to teach the presence of other types of 
stem cells beyond the CD34+ hematopoietic stem cells. Thus, for reasons of record, the 
specification and the declaration fails to support the full scope of the claimed invention. 

Therefore, in view of the limited guidance, the lack of predictability of the art and 
the breadth of the claims, one skill in the art could not practice the invention without 
undue experimentation as it is broadly claimed. 

Conclusion 

Claims 25, 49-55, 60- 66, 73-77 are allowed.
